Pirates Capture a British Steamer 
and .Murder the Captain— Pas- 
senger Steamer Founders. 



San Francisco, Aug. 3. — Chinese ad- 
vices by steamer Belgic Btate that on 
July 9, the ChineEo at Yuehon attacked 
and destroyed the mission of the Ply- 
mouth Brethren and were about to 
attack the Catholic mission when the 
soldiers interfered. The attack on the 
Plymouth mission waB caused by the re- 
port that the missionaries bad killed a 
child. A mob of Chinese attacked the 
ladieB' home boarding school, where 
five white women had taken re- 
fuge. Just as the mob broke in 
tliedoor.the women escaped through the 
back gate to the house of Mr. Blancfor 1 . 
The mob demolished the ladies' home 
and then proceeded to the Blancford 
place and attacked it. The people there 
escoped into the hills, where they hid 
all night in the darkness. The Blancford 
place was looted and burned. The mob 
then rushed to the Catholic mission, but 
by this time the soldiers had been sum- 
moned and they dispersed the rioters. 
The next day a woman and Mr. Blaue- 
ford were taken away on a boat. 

News has been received of the wreck 
of the steamer Srihong Ann, bound from 
Singapore to Malacca. The steamer 
foundered in a squall, ten miles from 
Milacca, and 110 people were drowned. 
Captain Hawkins and six passengers and 
the crew were saved. 

-Sews has been received at Hongkong 
of the captnro of the British steamer 
Po>ue by a Chinese pirate on July 1st. 
A jr,ang of Chinese took passage on the 
Pogue and while at sea murdered Cap- 
tain Ross and Beven of his crew and 
wounded sixteen others. They looted 
the ship and then lied to the Acheen 
coast. 



GREEK FINANCES. 

Salisbury Snys They Must Pass Under the 
Control of the Powers— The Future 
ot Crete. 

London, Aug. 3. — Lord Salisbury, in 
discussing the all'airs of Turkey and 
Greece yesterday, said : " The credit oi 
Greece in the European market will for 
a long time be exceedingly small, and 
some form of control of the Greek sources 
of revenue is inevitable. I cannot say 
that negotiations in that direction have 
advanced very far, and I must admit 
that the question may be a sourco of 
very considerable delay." 

With reference to Crete His Lordship 
said there was no nee for the powers to 
attempt to arrange a form of govern- 
ment until the more important contro- 
versy had been adjusted. The present 
attitude of Crete seemed to be favorable 
to an agreement bo far as the Christians 
were concerned, but the two creeds were 
no nearer than they had been for many 
centuries. 



TRADE WITH FRANCE. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier Predicts a Grent In- 
crease Under the New Conditions. 

Paris, Aug. IS. — M. Cochery,the French 
minister of finance, presided at a 
banquet given last evening in honor of 
Sir Wilfrid and Lady Laurier. Among 
the guests were M. Fabre, the Canadian 
agent, ex-Mayor Beauerand, of Mon- 
treal, and the rector of the University of 
Quebec. Sir Wilfrid Laurier responding 
to a toaBt of 1 i i s health, referred to Great 
Britain's denunciation of the commer- 
cial treaties with Germany and Belgium, 
which he said was at Canada's request, 
ami predicted an enormous development 
of trade between Canada and France.

JAPAN AND HAWAII. 

The Mikado's Government Would Prefer to 
See the Little Republic Reiunin 
Independent. 

City of Mexico, Aug. 3. — In an inter- 
view regarding the Hawaiian-Japanese 
controversy, Yoshibuni Murota, Japan- 
ese minister to Mexico, made the follow 
ing statement: 

" Many Japanese in Hawaii believe 
they have rights which might be inter- 
fered with in the event of annexation 
What if the United States respected 
these rights? In such caBes there 
would be no objection on the part of 
my government. However, Hawaii is 
the only independent country in the Pa- 
cific, and Japan would prefer to have it 
kept independent. Even if the United 
StateB should carry out their policy of 
non-interference in European or Eastern 
affairs, in case the island should become 
a part of the American Union some con- 
tingency might arise forcing them to 
change their policy of neutrality. For 
instance, Hong Kong is an important 
British settlement. If America had any 
question with Great Britain over her 
possessions, these islands might lead as 
an incident in colonial politics to the ex- 
pansion of the American domain far be- 
yond present intentions. This is the 
reason we prefer to have Hawaii wholly 
'ndependent." 

The minister further said : "Even if 
the United States were to make a present 
of Hawaii to Japan it would not be ac- 
cepted. The Japanese have no ambi- 
tion to annex Hawaii. As I said, Japan 
would rather see the islands independ- 
ent and free." 



THE GERMAN TREATY. 

Agitation for European Reprisals Against 
America Follows Its Denunciation. 

Berlin, Aug. 2. — The German preBB 
still actively discusses Great Britain's 
denunciation of the commercial treaty, 
and the agrarian section fiercely de- 
mands a tariff war, and agitates for re- 
prisals against the United States.

trade league against America, with 

hreats of serious consequences should 
England refuse to join Btich a league. 

WHOSE BALLOON V 

A Circumstantial Account of One Seen Over 
Manitoba. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 1. — A Whitemouth 
dispatch to the Free Press says : In- 
quiries regarding a balloon which was 
seen passing in a northeasterly direction 
on the evening of the 29th, three miles 
from Whitemouth, have elicited the fact 
that the evening was remarkably calm 
and clear. Farmer Henderson was stand- 
ing at the door of hie barn, and was tak- 
ing a glance around the sky when he 
saw a large, oblong object sailing Blowly 
across the horizon. Gradually he made 
out the car, when he saw a large sail 
swing into view. Astonishment held 
him spellbound, and again and again 
the ghost-like sail swung in full view, 
showing its enormous proportions, then 
slowly drifted out of sight in the twi- 
light. 

Henderson, on returning to his house, 
consulted a newspaper having a picture 
of Andree's balloon, and declared the 
airship he Baw is of the same character. 
The balloon was floating very low, and 
Henderson says it could not have been 
more than half a mile away. He could 
see no signs of life, and it showed no 
light. 

TORONTO NEWS. 

Case of Malignant Smallpox Detains Steam- 
boat Passengers— The Civic

Toronto, Aug. 3. — The civic holiday 
was pleasantly celebrated here yester- 
day.

Ottawa, Aug. 3.— The government has 
been made aware that the attempt to 
enforce the alien labor law in the Crow's 
>ost Pass during the construction of tho 
ailway is a huge farce. The law is be- 
ing violated every day. Not only are 
aliens obtaining employment but it is 
known that Americans are getting the 
fatiest of the sub-contracts despite the 
conditions imposed by the minister of 
railways. The way they work it is this. 
A citizen of the United States having 
some plant and capital gets a Canadian 
navvy to apply for a piece of work. The 
navvy is of course a man of straw and 
the profit goes to the American contrac- 
tor who does the work. It is said that 
the head contractors are aware of this 
deception in many instances, but the 
exigencies of their contracts, the work 
requiring to be puBhed with all iiossible 
Bpeed, render them oblivious to infrac- 
tions of the new law. 

The Free PreBS, the Liberal organ, 
makes the following announcement re- 
garding Mr. Tarte: "The minister of 
public works is to-day blesBing a bell in 
St. John's, where Mr. Tarte is held in 
reverence as the county's representative 
in parliament. He will be in Ottawa 
again to-morrow, after having concluded 
an examination of the places where 
money is to be spent along the St. Law- 
rence river in harbor and other improve- 
ments."

Land Sales Booming— Alien Laborers to Be

with the Crow's Nest Pass railway. He 
has advised Contractor Haney that he 
must not engage men or outfits from the 
United States, or else the U.P.E. Com- 
pany as well as the men will be held lia- 
ble. He has also instructed the com- 
manding officers of the mounted police 
at Leth bridge and MacLeod to get a copy 
of the alien labor law and carry out its 
provisions strictly, but with discretion, 
and the immigration agents at Fort 
William and Duluth will be on the look- 
out and keep the commissioner fully ad- 
vised. Mr. T. G. Mathers leaves for 
Fort William to-morrow to give advice 
to the agents in the carrying out of the 
provisions of the law.

San Francisco Merchants Dislike the Can- 
adian Duty- Seattle Also 
Disturbed. 

San Francisco, Aug. i. — Merchants of 
this city who have profited by the Klon- 
dyke excitement are considering Berious- 
ly the advisability of communicating 
with the treasury department in Wash- 
ington and asking retaliatory measures 
against the new Canadian tariff. It has 
been estimated by many of them that 
nearly a million dollars have been ex- 
pended within the last few weeks in thiB 
city in the purchase of supplies and out- 
fits for the Alaska mines. Since the 
newB was published that the Canadian 
government had imposed a high protec- 
tive duty on all things coming across the 
border, and would send a force of mount- 
ed police to collect the duty, tliere has 
been a m irked falling off in purchases. 

No definite plan has yet been decided 
upon by the projectors, except that they 
contemplate holding a meeting Monday 
with a view of securing the assistance of 
the Chamber of Commerce and Board of 
Trade in furthering the movement. It 
is thought that the popular sentiment 
throughout the country will result in 
substantial assistance from other |atatea, 
and BtepB will be taken as soon as a tem- 
porary oiganization is effected to have 
the merchants of Seattle, Tacoma and 
Port Townsend unite in the project. 

Seattle. Aug. 3. — At a meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce, in conjunction 
with the merchants and shippers of the 
city, resolutions were adopted memor- 
alizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
abolish the privilege heretofore extended 
to Canadians for bonding goods in ship- 
ment through American territory; also 
to rescind the action establishing sub- 
ports at Dyea, Skagway and Circle City. 
This action is taken in retaliation for 
what is deemed the harBh and unjusti- 
fiable measure proposed by the Canadian 
government to levy an import duty on 
the personal outfits of miners and pros- 
pectors going from the United States 
into the Klondyke district. 

KLONDYKE POLICE. 

Advance Party Leave Here on Saturday to 
Prepare for the Main Force. 

Ottawa, Aug. 3. — The minister of the 
interior haB arranged for the dispatch of 
seven mounted police from Victoria next 
Saturday for the Yukon. They w_.il 1 go 
to Dyea and on to Lake Tagish, where 
they will prepare timber for building 
barracks. They will be followed on the 
15th inst. by 25 more police, who will 
pack over the summit such provisions as 
is possible, and on the 22nd inst. another 
detachment of twenty men will he sent 
after them, making in all. with the men 
there, 72 mounted police who will be in 
that territory by the end of August. 

ReginA, N. W. T., Aug. 3. — Sergeant 
Service and Constables Dunn, Rice, 
Schwartz, Almark and Coates left for 
the Yukon gold fields this morning. 
Assistant Commissioner Mclllree, who 
took the last detachment to the Yukon, 
accompanies them to Bennet lake, where 
boatB will be built. Commissioner 
Herchmerwas on the train returning 
from Ottawa, and extended his journey 
a few stations westward to give final in- 
structions. Another party will leave in 
a few dayB for Lake Tagish, on the 
border of British Columbia and Alaska, 
to build a custoniB house station. 



ALL BOUND FOR KLONDYKE. 

East and West Report the Same Story of 
Excursions Organizing. 

Toronto, Aug. 3. — Three hardy Cana- 
dians laBt night registered at the Walker 
House. They are leaving to-day for the 
Klondyko gold fields. They are M. D. 
Campbell and James Finnie, of Oshawa, 
and E. A. Turker, of Guelph. These 
plucky Canadians will take the Hudson 
Bay route, believing they will get through 
sooEer by this than by any other route, 
for the reason that large numberB are 
going by other routes. They take a 
year's supplies with them. Some were 
purchased here and they intend to get 
more in Winnipeg. Finnie and Camp- 
bell represent an Oshawa syndicate. 
Tucker represents Guelph capitalists. 
They are to go direct to Dawson City. 

San Francisco, Aug. 3. — The steamer 
Xoyo will sail to-morrow morning with 
110 passengers for Dyea, Alaska. Of the 
paBsengers already booked ten are 
women, who will make the journey over 
the Chilkoot pass to the Klondyke gold 
fields. Two others are Mayor A. Scott, 
of Springfield, 111., and son. Mayor 
Seott resigned office to .seek his fortune 
in the north. 

Tacoma, Aug. 3.— The steamer Queen, 
which arrived from Alaska yesterday, 
reports that Rev. Alfred Kuniiner, ol 
Oakland, Cal., went ashore at Skaguay 
with Captain Carroll of the steamer to 
warn everyone not to attempt to enter 
the Yukon country before next spring. 
The captain says that not even thope at 
Skaguay or Dyea will be able to reach 
the interior this winter. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 3.— The Yukon fever 
has attacked the people of Carberry and 
several citizens have organized a syndi- 
cate, sending forward Dr. Shaw and Mr. 
A. McKenzie to look over the field and 
locate claims for a party to follow in the 
spring. They left for the West last 
evening. 

AUSTRIAN FLOODS. 

Hundreds of Lives Lost and Widespread 
Destruction of Property. 

Vienna, Aug. 3.— The danger of serious 
floods here is averted, as the water is be- 
ginning to subside, but it is still neces- 
sary to take all precautions. Many 
casualties are reported from the pro- 
vinces. Eighty-five persons have been 
drowned in Silesia, and sixty between 
Ischl and Laussen ; while nearly ]00 
persons are miBsing, many of whom are 
reported to be drowned. At JohanniB- 
bad, in Bohemia, there have been seven- 
teen fatalities, and from almost every 
district come reports of widespread de- 
struction among cropB and cattle.

Rerun, Aug. 3. — The Kreus Zeitung 
sayB that the renunciation of the com- 
mercial treaty with tho German zolver- 
ein is Great Britain's first step towards 
the protectionist system, and addB : "But 
there io no ground for serious alarm, be- 
cause she has her carrying trade to pro- 
tect and retaliation to fear. Moreover, 
a one-sided preference shown to Canada 
might provoke a conflict with the United 
States." 

Tho National Zeitung says that Great 
Britain IB herself the nation most inter- 
ested in the conclusion of a new treaty, 
and that Germany may gain much by 
skillful, cold-blooded diplomacy. 

The VosBische Zeitung says : " So far 
as Germany's relations to England are 
concerned, it is a matter of indifference 
whether we have a treaty or not." 

The Berliner Tageblatt says: "Great 
Britain's intention to join the mother 
country and the colouieB in customs 
union will not induco her to restrict 
British trade with Germany any further 
than is necessary to attain this object." 

Tho three last named papers all agree 
that it is quite out of the question for 
England to adopt protection. 

U. S. MONITOR DAMAGED. 

A Mishap Which Will Lay Up the Puritan 
for a Month. 

New York, Aug. 2. — The Journal and 
Advertiser says: The monitor Puritan 
wns damaged by an accident on Satur- 
day, when the shafting of her rudder 
was wrecked. Quartermaster Hawkes 
was directed to go down to detach the 
steam Bteering gear from the other sup- 
plementary steerage apparatus. He 
descended into the chamber and pulled 
out the crank-pin which connecta the 
in-board and out-board shafting. 

In an instant the place was filled with 
escaping steam, and the steel shaft 
whirled around horizontally. The rud- 
der castings were smashed, and various 
other parts of her steam steering engine 
attachments cracked and broken. New 
rudder castings have been ordered from 
Philadelphia, but it will be month be- 
fore the Puritan is ready for regular sea 
service. This mishap will cost the gov- 
ernment about $5,000. 

THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 

Tewfik Pasha Succeeded in Getting a 
Further Delay. 

Constantinople, Aug. 1. — The peace 
conference held a three hours' session 
yesterday, and the result is a further 
postponement of the actual signing of 
the peace preliminaries. Tho ambassa- 
dors presented the remaining sections of 
the drafts, including thoso providing for 
a limited control of Greek finances, and 
articles defining the time and method of 
evacuating Thessaly. 

Tewfik Pasha, in turn, true to his well- 
worn methods of delay, presented a series 
of amendments to the articles previously 
suggested. This will necessitate further 
discussion. 

Tho Sultan has instituted a new naval 
couiniiBBion, with himself as president, 
to project a scheme for the reconstruc- 
tion of the Turkish navy in accordance 
with modern ideas. 



THE BALTIMORE ABANDONED. 

She Will Remain on the Rocks in Belle Isle 
Straits as a Warning to Other 
Vessels. 

S r. John's, Nfld., Aug. 3.— The British 
steamer Baltimore City.Capt. Matthews, 
from Montreal for Manchester, which 
went aBhore on Flat Island in the Straits 
of Belle Isle on July 20, has become a 
total wreck. The negotiations for getting 
her oil' the rocks and towing her to Mali- 
fax have been abandoned, aa it has been 
found impossible to move her. The 
abandoned hull will remain there as a 
warning to other vessels. 

TAKING NO CHANCES. 

Insurance Companies Will Not Issue Poli- 
cies to Cover Klondyke. 

Chicago, Aug 3. — Many of the princi- 
pal life and accident insurance compan- 
ies have issued positive instructions to 
theirgeneral agents in the United States 
and Canada against assuming any risks 
upon the lives of persona contemplating 
a visit to the Klondyke. 



Royalty Visiting. 

Bkblin, Aug. 3.— Prince Ilohenlohe, 
the Imperial chancellor, has started for 
St. Petersburg, where he will await the 
arrival of Emperor William and the Em- 
press, who are due there at the end of 
the week aa the guests of Kmperor 
Nicholas. 

Lord Wolseley 111. 

London, Aug. 3. — Viscount. Garnet 
oneph Wolseley, field marshal and 
omniander-in-chief of the British army, 
is seriously ill. 

Looking to Canada. 
Brussels, Aug. 3. — It is reported that 
the government will endeavor to arrange 
a commercial treaty with Canada. 

Turks Suffer Defeat. 

Atuhns, Aug. 3. — A Bharp engagement 
took place between two thousand Turk- 
ish troops and the armed population of 
the villages lying between Metzovo, 
Trikhala and Kalarrytes. The Turks 
retreated after losing seventy killed. 

King George Wont Abdicate. 

Athens, Aug. 3. — M. Ralli, the pre- 
mier, denies that King George has 
threatened to abdicate. This is inter- 
preted to mean that Germany lias prob- 
ably consented to Bome modified control 
of Greek finances, acceptable both to 
Greece and to Europe.

— The Morning Post 
says that Cecil Rhodes and Alfred Beit, 
a former member of the board of direc- 
tors of tho British South Africa Char- 
tered Company, have paid the Transvaal 
government £250,000 as indemnity 
for the Jameson raid. It has been 
believed for several months 
that Messrs. Rhodes and Beit would 
bear between them the entire cost of 
the raid, the legal expenses of Dr. Jame- 
son's trial and the indemnity to tho 
Transvaal. As Mr. Rhodes' profits for 
the year ending last May are known to 
have been about ,i;o00,000 Bterling, and 
as Mr. Beit has also had one of hiB best 
yeara, neither of them is likely to be 
ruined if the report in the Morning 
Post is correct.

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Special Commission Bound for the 
Yukon— Vancouver After the 
New Trade. 



Salmon Run Continues Enormous- 
Customs Beveiiue— News 
of the Interior. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Aug. 3. — A private dis- 
patch states that the Canadian govern- 
ment are Bending a special commission 
to the Yukon thiB month, consisting of 
astronomers, surveyors, scientists, geolo- 
gists and telegraph and telephone ex- 
perts. Telegraph and telephone lines 
will ho built between the principal min- 
ing camps. 

The Vancouver Board o£ Trade held a 
meeting last night to devise means 
whereby a portion of the Yukon trade 
may be diverted to Vancouver. A reso- 
lution was passed appointing a commit- 
tee, composed of It. Bell-Irving, VV. II. 
Ker, S. Oppenbeimer and J. 0. McLag- 
an, to confer with the Union Steamship 
Company and other companies, if neces- 
sary, opening negotiations with a view of 
putting on a regular line of steamers 
between Vancouver and Dyea. West- 
minster and Nanaimo will bo asked to 
cooperate. Mr. Ker aud Mr. Marpole of 
the C. P. It., spoke at some length. 
They hoped that Vancouver would get 
their share of the trade. Over 50 mer- 
chants were seen by a Colonist re- 
porter. There was scarcely an excep- 
tion to the general remark mado by 
them that Naucouver bad been tardy in 
recognizing the importance of the Yukon 
trade. 

Penches grown in Nellems orchard, 
Capilano Creek, North Vancouver, are 
equal in appearance and flavor to the 
best imported fruit. 

There were 71 cases only in the police 
court during the month of .inly. 

The customs receinta for Vancouver 
for July were $50,225. The imports 
$13.VJ00, osportB $82,548. The increase 
over July 1896 in duty collected was 
$14,530. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Wn8TMJN.vrF.it, Aug. 3.— The sal- 
mon run still continues enormous. Fish 
are selling at 2 cents each and the boatB 
are limited by the different canneries to 
300 each. The Automatic Can Company 
is doing an immense business in cans. 

The headless skeleton of an Indian 
woman, the discovery of which created 
so much excitement lately, has turned 
out to he oue of the many bodies lying 
in an Indian cemetery at Howe Sound 
for the past 15 years. 

Charles Reginald Major, Bon of C. G. 
Major, died after a long illness last 
night. 

The customs receipts for Westminster 
for July amounted to £18,931, being 
$9,000 more than for the corresponding 
month of last vear. The imports were 
over $0-1,000 and the exports $128,800, an 
increase in imports of $83,500 and in ex- 
ports of $34,000 ever July, 1890. 

Prof. Prince, Dominion commissioner 
of fisheries, accompanied by Messrs. 
Hewitt, Bostock, M.P., and Aulay Morri- 
son, M.P., attended a meeting of fisher- 
men at Steveston on Saturday night. 
Mr. Morrison was voted to the chair and 
introduced Prof. Prince, who said 
he would like to hear the views 
of the meeting as to the con- 
ditions upon which they would con- 
sider it advisable that fishing licenses 
should be granted. Under this heading 
they might treat with Japanese exclus- 
ion, also the weekly and yearly close 
season, the free importation of tiah, and, 
finallv, the matter of trapB. Then 
Messrs. Gunn, AnguB Morrison, Price, 
Sprecklea, Melnnes, Ross, Stead, and a 
number of fishermen Bpoke, all dwelling 
upon the absolute necessity of confin- 
ing licenses to British subjects, and par- 
ticularly to registered provincial voters. 
There was entire unanimity that traps 
should be done away with, and a Btiff 
duty putupon United States fish. 

NANAIMO. 

The special meeting of the Miners' 
and Mine Laborers' Protective Associa- 
tion, held at 10 o'clock on Saturday 
morning in connection with the notice 
given by the New Vancouver Coal Com- 
pany of their intention to shut down the 
Protection shaft, was very fully attended. 
The matter was, however, laid over until 
a meeting to be held nest Saturday after- 
noon, to allow the completion of negotia- 
tions and business connected with the pro- 
posal and its relation to the Union. 
The election of officers of the Associa- 
tion for the next six months also took 
{dace, the following being elected : Presi- 
dent, Chttrles Santy; vice-president, 
James Harley ; agent, Kalph Smith; 
treasurer, JameB Urndley. Mr. Kalph 
Smith was appointed the delegate to 
represent the Nanaimo Association at 
the annual Labor Congress to be held 
under the auspices of the Trades and 
Labor Councils of the Dominion in 
Hamilton, Ont., in September. 

There were 17 births, 5 marriages and 
1 deaths registered in this city during 
July. 

Ninety-five mineral claims were re- 
corded here during July, a decrease from 
nrevious months, and supposed to be 
due to the Klondyke excitement having 
drawn prospectors away from this dis- 
trict. 

The inland revenue collections for July 
were as follows: Malt, $830 ; tobacco, 
$120: spirits, $224; a total of $1,180.

GOLDEN. 

The Golden Era says: Hon. Col. 
Baker has made the C.I'.R. a gift of 
9,000 acres of land in Cranbrook in con- 
sideration of their making it the divi- 
sional point and establishing their work- 
shops there for the Crow's Nest road. 

E. Clark, of Windermere, has 40 acres 
in crop this year, of which 30 acres are 
in oats, and 10 in wheat. He says the 
crops in the Windermere district are 
lookim: exceptionally well this season. 

Dr. Duncan, secretary of the Provin- 
cial Board of Health, and Capt. Clive 
Phillips Wolley, provincial sanitary in- 
spector, are on a visit to East and West 
Kootenay to inspect the sanitary condi- 
tion of the various townsites. They have 
already inspected Golden. 

W. G. Neileon, manager of the Beaver 
mills, has returned from Macleod, where 
he had been to see Mr. Ilaney, manager 
of construction, regarding ttie timber 
Rtipply for the Crow's Nest road.

5th. By way of the Stickeen to DeaBO 
lake, thenca by the Dense and FranceB 
rivera to the Pelly, a very easy routo so 
far as grades and watercourses go, and 
having the advantage of tapping the 
gold-bearing areas of the Yukon from 
the East, in which direction they un- 
doubtedly extend for a long distance. 
The observations just made in regard to 
the navigation of tho Stickeen apply to 
this route. 

6th. By way of Central British Colum- 
bia. The feasibility of constructing a 
railway northward through Central Brit- 
ish Columbia to the Yukon is beyond 
all question. An easy route exists 
through a country for the moBt part well 
fitted for settlement, and all highly 
mineralized. This route would open the 
rich valleys of the Nichaeo and tho Ba- 
biue, with their matchless lake system. 
It would all'ord a road to the rich placers 
of tho Omenica, develop Cariboo and 
reach the coast at Bute Inlet. 

7th. By way of tho water system of the 
Great Mackenzie, that ia from the East. 
The first party is now on ita way from 
Edmonton over the route. If tho Yukon 
gold fields are found to extend all the 
way to the slope of the Rocky mountains 
as seems very probable, as the streams 
flowing from the interior all carry gold, 
this route ia likely to be utilized .it an 
early day, by the construction of a rail- 
way as far North in the Mackenzie val- 
ley aa the moat available pass. In view 
of the certainty that considerable travel 
will go by this route, the C.F.K. is ex- 
tending the railway from Calgary to Ed- 
monton further North so aa to reach 
Athabasca Lauding. 

We place these facts before the public 
in this brief epitome, ho as to cover the 
whole subject in a single article, and 
show how very far Canadians are from 
being at the mercy of the United States 
in regard to the right of way into the 
Yukon. 



THE WAY INTO THE YUKON. 

The Seattle TimeB iB disposed to take 
a very reasonable view of the tariff on 
goods going into the Yukon, and very 
justly says that it does not lie in the 
mouth of the people of the United States 
to object, and for two reasons, one being 
that the United States set the example 
of a high tariff on imports, and the 
other that every overture on the part of 
Canada for reciprocity has been syste- 
matically repulsed. Our contemporary 
labora under a most extraordinary de- 
lusion in regard to the routes into the 
Yukon, and says that no man can Bet 
foot on Canadian territory without pas- 
sing over the soil of tho United States. 
As the Times seems to wish to get at the 
facts of the case, and aa no good, but 
only much disappointment, can come to 
our neighbors from misunderstanding, 
we will, at the risk of laying ourselves 
open to the charge of rethreshing old 
Straw, state the case as it really is. 

There are seven routes by which the 
Yukon country can be entered, viz. : 

1st. By way of the Yukon river itself, 
in which British subjects have absolute- 
ly the same right of free navigation as 
American citizens. This right waB con- 
ferred in the first place by the treaty 
with Rusaiain lS25and was confirmed by 
the treaty of Washington. It can never 
be abrogated, if the Russian treaty holds 
good. If it is dependent upon the treaty 
of Washington, it can only be abrogated 
by denouncing that treaty, and this is a 
most unlikely thing, seeing that under 
the treaty of Washington United States 
citizens get the right to free navigation 
of the St. Lawrence and the St. John 
rivers, which are of vastly greater im- 
portance to them than any possible privi- 
lege the people of Canada can ever en- 
joy in any of the rivers flowing across 
Alaska. 

?nd. By way of the passes at the head 
of Lynn Canal. Tho ownership of the 
head of Lynn Canal is at present unde- 
cided. The United States government 
is in occupation, and, until tho boun-

WORK FOR THE FOOL- KILLER, 

If the fool-killer ia not busy, he will 
find a vacant job in some of the news- 
paper offices of the United States. It 
would be imposaible to point out all the 
diverse indications of temporary insanity 
or permanent imbecility which some of 
those paperB are exhibiting, but a few 
may be mentioned. The San Francisco 
Exuminur has some pictures of steam- 
boat travel on the Stickeen, which are 
about as little like the original as can 
well be imagined, and the letter-press 
description is as bad ns the pictures. 
The Stickeen happens to be anything 
else but a very bad stream. Another 
paper haa a picture of navigation down 
the Yukon. If any man ever steered a 
boat down rapid water the way the 
fellow in the picture is represented as 
doing, he would deserve to come to grief 
on the first rock and would be mora! 
certain of doing so. The New York 
Herald has a map indicating where 
" gold-bearing rock " is found on the 
Yukon. " Gold-bearing rock " is good. 
The Herald is apparently under tho im- 
pression that the gold which the miners 
bring down ia quarried out of ledges. 
The alleged distribution of the gold- 
bearing rock is in keeping with the sug- 
gestion that the Klondyke mines aro in 
quartz. The area is represented aa be- 
ginning on the shore of Behring Sea and 
and extending up both sides of the Yu- 
kon just a little way across the Canadian 
Boundary. The supreme absurdity of 
t iia every one out here knows, but ap- 
parently it is necessary to tell the Now 
York Herald that gold haa not been dis- 
covered along the Yukon below Circle 
City, while it has been discovered in 
nearly every tributary of the Yukon 
above Circle City. That ia to say, if the 
Herald will print its map again and turii 
the black part, representing the gold 
area, end for end, eo that the greater of 



divergence varies at different points. In 
one place it is only six feet. The only 
possible difference the exact location of 
tho meridian can make ia that it might 
affect tho ownership of any mining claim 
immediately in the neighborhood. 



Tun Portland Oregonian is so grieved 
at the work being done by tho Colonist 
that it attacks the editor of this paper 
by name, and, ridiculous aa it may seem, 
for hiB troatment of the Venezuelan 
question in January, 1896. Tho editor 
of the Colonist being then editor of the 
Seattle Times declined to accept the 
wild American jingo view of the 
Venezuelan queation, and had the plea- 
sure of seeing the fire-eaters swallow 
their words. For this the Oregonian 
finds it hard to forgive him. He will 
manage to struggle througli life some 
way without its forgivenness. 



It is not likely that the United States 
treasury officials will pay tho least at- 
tention to the demands of the people of 
Seattle for the abolition of tho sub-port 
at the head of Lynn Canal. Even if the 
demand were complied with it would 
make no difference this year, and by 
next spring Canada will be perfectly 
independent of favorB from the United 
States for a right of way into the Yukon. 



The San Francisco merchants are 
greatly annoyed at the falling off in 
their sales to Yukon prospectora since it 
was announced that duty would be 
collected on foreign goods. These people 
are very absurd. The Argonaut chaffs 
them "very badly, and suggests that the 
Americans on the Y'ukon should Bet up 
a provisional government and get Presi- 
dent MoKinley to send an annexation 
treaty to the Sena.te.

The only foul of 
the regatta occurred in the final race of 
the day, the Benior single sculls. Going 
up the course Vandamme crowded 
Bright, and then turned the 
outer stake which Bright was 
about to turn. After Vandamme 
rounded the stake they fouled, Bright 
asserting that he did it purposely be- 
cause Vandamme crowded him. Van- 
damme finished lirBt, and Bright stood 
upon his right and got the decision. 
The four-oared gig event turned out to 
be a contest between two Detroit crews. 
The Grand Rapids crew quit after pull- 
ing '20 Btrokes on account of the spread- 
ing of one of tho seat tracks. Ecorse 
quit at the turning buoy, being practi- 
cally out of it. It was quite easy for the 
first Detroit crew. Detroit was again an 
ensy victor in the pair-oared contest. 
Cook and Warner led Gotland Binder of 
the Chicago Catlina, all the way, round- 
ing tho upper buoy four lengths ahead, 
and finishing a good five lengths in front. 
Henderson and Winand, of the Catlins, 
had no competitors in the double-scull 
event; Harris and Hough, of the Do- 
troits, were scheduled to row against 
them but did not start. Henderson and 
Winand rowed the mile and a half in 
10:46%, paced by Binder and Barrett of 
their own crew. 

Ecorse took the senior four-oared shell 
event. It was a race between Keorse, 
Mutuals and Detroit. The Toronto Ar- 
gonauts made a poorer showing than in 
previous events and the Wyandottes fell 
by the wayside.

A By-Law 

For Providing a Residence, with Grounds, 
for the use of the Admiral of Her Ma- 
jesty's Navy, lor the time being, of the 
North Pacilic Station, and for such pur- 
pose to make an Appropriation out of 
the General Revenue or the Municipality 
and to levy a Special Rate upon the 
Credit of the municipality. 



"TITHEREAS by virtue of sccf ion 4 of the 
n " Municipal Clauses Act Amendment 
Act, 1897," the .Municipal Council of the 
Corporation is empowered to make, alter 
and repeal by-laws for acquiring, by pur- 
chase or otherwise, any real property with- 
in or without the municipal limits for the 
purpose of providing a suitable residence, 
with or without grounds, for the use of the 
Admiral of Her Majesty's Navy, for tho 
time being, of the North Pacific Station, 
and with power to convey the same to Her 
Majesty if it shall be deemed advisable, 
and for such purpose to make, from time to 
time, appropriations out of the general 
revenue of the municipality, or in place of 
or in addition to any such appropriation to 
levy a special rate or rates upon the credit 
of the municipality ; 

And whereas it is deemed expedient to 
purchase a suitable residence, with grounds, 
for the use of tiie Admiral of Her Majesty's 
Navy, for the lime being, of tho North 
Pacific Station, provided the Admiralty, on 
behalf of Her Majesty, accept a conveyance 



of the same and will agree to maintain and 
keep the same in repair for the purpose of 
such residence; 

And whereas the estimate cost of such 
residence and grounds is ?M,000; 

And whereas the whole ratable land and 
improvements or real property of the said 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, accord- 
ing to the last revised assessment roll for 
the year 1897, is$16,80-J,335; 

And whereas for the purpose aforesaid it 
is intended to levy, in addition to all other 
rates, a special rate upon tho credit of the 
municipality of one mill in the dollar, and 
in addition thereto to make an appropria- 
tion not exceeding $3,000, out of the general 
revenue of the municipality, as shall ho 
sufficient with the said special rate to com- 
plete such purchase.

property agreed to he purchased. 

3. For the purpose of making such pur- 
chase there is hereby settled, imposed and 
levied, and there shall be raisen and col- 
lected, in addition to all other rates, an 
equal rate of one mill on the dollar upon 
all land upon the assessment roll for the 
year 1897, of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria, at its assessed value thereon. 

4. There is hereby settled, imposed and 
levied, and theio shall be raised and col- 
lected, in addition to all other rates, an 
equal rate of one mill on the dollar upon 
all improvements upon the assessment roll 
for the year 1897, of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria, at fifty per cent, of their 
assessed value thereon. 

5. The aforesaid rates and taxes shall be 
due and payable to the Collector of the 
said Corporation, at his office at the City 
Hall, Victoria, on the thirtieth day of 
August, 1897, and all persons who pay the 
aforesaid rates or taxes on or before the 
thirty-first day of October, 1897, shall be 
entitled to a discount or reduction ol one- 
sixth of the amount thereof. 

The aforesaid rates and taxes which 
are unpaid on the 31st day id' December, 
1S97, shall bear interest thereon until paid 
in full, at the rate of six per csnt. per an- 
num thereon. 

7. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria to appropriate, by 
resolution, out of the general revenue of 
the municipality such a sum of money, not 
exceeding ,$:s,000, as will, with the proceeds 
of the said special rate hereby authorized, 
be sufficient to complete the said purchase. 

8. In the event of the Admiralty electing 
on behalf of Her Majesty not to accept a 
conveyance of the said real property that 
may be proposed to be purchased as afore- 
said, and to maintain the same as a resi- 
dence for tho said Admiral, all moneys 
that may be levied under the said special 
rate as aforesaid, shall be returned to the 
persons respectively paying the same, upon 
application being made by such persons 
respectively to the said Collector at his said 
office.

Dr. Hood 
gives his experience as to the value of 
carbonate of lime in tho form of cal- 
cined oyster shells its a means of arrest- 
ing tho growth of cancerous tumors, 
aud, although his opportunities for em- 
ploying it in test casos havo not been 
largo, tho results attained by its use aro 
characterized as having proved satisfac- 
tory in a high degree. Several instances 
are named in which a persevering uso 
of the calcined shell powder arrested 
tho growth and pain in tumors undoubt- 
edly of a cancerous character. Wheio 
tho nature of tho affection is early rec- 
ognized, a persistent trial of this meth- 
od is pronounced very desirable, among 
other points mentioned in its favor be- 
ing that of entire harmlessuoss and non- 
interference with any other remedies 
resorted to for tho relief of pain. Tho 
C-yster shells for this purpose may bo 
conveniently baked iu a homo oven, 
aud tho calcined white lining of tho 
concavo shell scrapud off, tho substance 
thus obtained being then reduced to a 
powder, and as much as will lie on a 
silver quarter takon onco or twice a day 
in a littlo warm water or tea.

THE UMATILLA'S DELAY. 

Heavy Freights Detained the Ship on the 
Sound— Other Marine Paragraphs, 

Capt. Bennett, superintendent of the 
Broadway dock, San Francisco, was in 
charge of the steamship Umatilla when 
she arrived here from Puget Sound ports 
en route to California yesterday morn- 
ing. Capt. Hunter, who has for years 
been in charge, stayed over on the 
Sound and will go aa pilot on the Queen 
on her next trip to Alaska. There being 
so many of their fleet now in the North- 
ern business, the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Co. are finding difficulty in getting 
pilots for all, and the temporary change 
on the Umatilla is made for this reason. 
The Umatilla did not reach port until 
2:30 o'clock, and it was two hourB later 
before she sailed. Her unusual delay 
was due to the handling of specially 
heavy freight and to an extra long stop- 
page at Vancouver before going down 
Sound. 

MURDER ON TUP: " ENSENADA." 

A dispatch from Port Gamble, Wash., 
eays that A. Johnson, carpenter of the 
British bark Ensenada, has been mur- 
dered by I. Tonnes, the cook.

Another Row On. 

Constantinople, Aug.',] — Incursions of 
Albians who recently attacked almost 
simultaneously seven Servian block- 
houses along the stretch of frontier be- 
tween Madliza and Kashka, have led the 
Servian government to mako a formal 
protest to tho powers, and it is believed 
that this is part of an organized plan to 
provoke Servia. The matter is being 
discussed by the ambassadors in confer- 
ence, with a view of getting an explana- 
tion with Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish 
minister of foreign affairs. 

The Rebels Done Up. 

Capetown, Aug. 1.— The government 
troops have captured all of the enemy's 
positions north of Twaiskloff, Among 
the British losses are Sergeants Fall and 
Mereier, who were killed. Chief Luka- 
janitjes, who led the rebels, was killed 
with many of his followers, A general 
surrender of tho rebels is expected. 

More Cubans Killed. 
Havana, Aug. 8.— A dispatch from 
Sfincti Spiritus reports three engage- 
ments in successive days at Cuevas, Ca- 
bexas and El Laurel, between Maximo 
Gomez and the Spanish brigadier, Calix 
to. Ruiz says the insurgents were de 
feated and dispersed with heavy loss, 
while his own loss was insignificant. 

Portuguese in GnzalanrJ, 

Lisnox, Aug. 1.— Official dispatches 
from Lorenzo Marques, South Africa, 
confirm the reports of recent fighting be- 
tween tho government troops and rebel 
lious natives of Gazaland. The battle 
took place on the 21st of July near 
Chimbutu, the capital ot Gazaland 
The Governor of Portuguese l^ast Africa, 
Col. Albuquerque, with a small Portu 
guese force routed 7,000 rebels. The 
Portuguese loss was two killed and ten 
wounded. The natives lost 300. 



Admits Contract Laborers. 

Sax Francisco, Aug. 3. — Advices from 
Yokohama say : The Japanese Gazette 
states that a telegram was received at 
ttie loreign office from Minister Shim- 
rnussa at Honolulu, in which he Bays 
there will be no further objection on the 
part of Hawaii to the immigration of 
contract laborers. 

New Sugar Company. 

Trenton, N.J., Aug. 3. — The Glucose 
Sugar Refining Co., with an authorized 
capital stock of if 10,000,000, was incor- 
porated this afternoon. Tho company 
i3 empowered to make sugar from corn 
and also to manufacture all the products 
and bi-products of corn. Among the in- 
corporators is F. O. Matthiessen, New 
York, the big sugar refiner, with exten- 
sive refineries in Jersey City. 

Drouth in Missouri. 
Sr. Joseph. Mo., Aug. 3. — With the 
thermometer 99 in the shade again to- 
day and no sign of rain, farmers are be- 
coming more discouraged. Reports 
received at tho railway offices to-day are 
more disheartening than those of yester- 
day. 

Visited His Old Haunts. 
Kingston, Aug. — An ex-convict 
named McGarvey was captured in the 
residence of J. H. Metcalfe, warden of 
the penitentiary, last night. His rum- 
blings aroused Mrs. Metcalfe, who gave 
the alarm, and the male occupants with 
revolvers drawn ran the man down and 
captured him.

ABANDONED AT SEA. 

Fate of a British Tramp Steamer Lumber 
Laden for Wales. 

Boston, Aug. 3.— The British steamer 
Sagamore arrived in port this afternoon 
from Liverpool, having on board the 
entire crew o( 21 men of the British 
tramp Bteamer Furtor, which was aband- 
oned on July 27 in a sinking condition, in 
latitude 50. 50 north and longitude 26 de- 
grees west. TheFurtor waB in command of 
Capt. J. D. Jenkins and sailed from West 
Bayns June 23 with a curgo of deals for 
Barry, Wales. On June 27 she ran into 
an iceberg and was forced to pat into St. 
John's, Nfld., for repairs, putting to sea 
again on July 22. On July 25 a strong 
southerly gale sprang up aud it was not 
many hours befoio the ship sprang a 
leak. The water gained enidually and 
the crew remained on board until 2:30 
o'clock in the morning. On July 27, fear- 
ing that she would founder 
at any minute, 'our boatB were 
owered. A fire was Btarted on the 
deck ot the steamer to attract 
the attention of any passing vessel, and 
soon the Furtor was in llamee. The 
crew then put off in the boats, which 
were kept nearly together for forty-eight 
hours, when the Sagamore sighted them. 
The Furtor was a steel steamer built at 
Stockholm in 1889, and was owned by J. 
Hoi man it Sons, of London. Sho was 
formerly named theTytcdale. Her regis- 
tered tonnage was 1,400 net.
